Farmers Will Build 
Many Elevators 


Calgary, Aug. 21. —Forty-six el- 
evators will be built in Alberta 
this year in time to handle this 


season’s cri by the Alberta 
Farmers’ Elevator Company, 
Limited, authorized under the 


Farmers’ Elevator Bill passed at 
the last session of the Alberta 
legislature. The work of con- 
struction of half of these elevat- 
ors is in progress now and the 
materials for the others -have 
been purchased and are on the 
ground at the various locations. 
For the erection of these elevat- 
ors, forty-six leeal companies 
have been formed, which.are un- 
der the direction’ of the parent 
company. The preliminaries for 
all this had been arranged by the 

rovisional directors: of the 

armers’ Elevator Company, and 
to ratify and confirm the action 
of those officials and to properly 
launch the company, a meeting of 
the shareholders at the company 
was held at Paget Hall in Cal- 
gary yesterday. The necessary 
confirmation of the work of the 
provisional, directors was accord- 
ed, the company was organized 
upon a permanent basis, and the 
minister of agriculture assured 
the shareholders that the money 
necessary to pay for the elevat- 
ors was ready and awaiting their 
pleasure. 

The act providing for the  or- 
ganization of a farmers’ elevator 
company and the building of 
farmers’ elevators, prescribed 
that when the farmers of any lo- 
cality desired an elevator they 
might form themselves into a 
local company; that when at 
least twenty of such companies 
had been formed, they could ap- 
ply to the government for assist- 
ance, and if they had paid in 
vy cent. of the . capital. 

of their r separate locals, the. 
pntealion would advance the 
ance ,of the money required to 
build the elevators, the loan to 
bear interest at 5 per cent. and 
the money to be repaid in twenty 
years.

A Rainiess Wheat 

In the Nineteenth Century Dr. Wil 
liam Macdonald gives .an account-of 
the. work done by the South African 
Union Department of Agriculture, of 
which he is chief, in solving the pro- 
blem of securing a sultable wheat 
that can be grown’ on dry veldts and 
that uas. gatisfactorily solved 
by the. cultivation of the durum 
wheats, The writer gives the follow- 
ing interesting details as to the wheat. 

Ripe durum wheat in the field looks 
like barley, and one is apt, on seeing 
it for the first time, to confuse it 
with the latter oereal. It is usually 
fairly tall, with broad, smooth leaves, 
the heads are ‘eavily bearded, the 
kernels large and very hard, having 
less starch than the common types 
and varying in color from a light to a 
reddish yellow. The grain of ‘the 
finest durum wheat is large, very hard, 
whitish, ‘and slightly transparent. 
Durum wheats are grown both as 
spring and winter wheats. To ensure 
success they should be sown on mois- 
turesaving fallows, and the growing 
wheat should be lightly harrowed to 
renew the soil-blanket and so retain 
the sojl-moistdre until harvest time. 


Kadiak Island Bears 

The biggest bears in the world are 
to be found on Kadiak Island, in the 
gulf of Alaska, south of the great 
shoulder of territory that stretches 
out into the Pacific. The Kadiak 
bears are of the polar breed, perfectly. 
white, with long heavy fur, and are 
twice the size of the black be.: of 
the Rocky Mountains. They weigh 
2,400 to 3,000 pounds, stand as high 
as an ordinary cow and aré¢the biggest 
carniverous animals living. The tracks 
trey leave in the snow have often 
measured fifteen inches in length and 
ten inches in width. They are sav- 
age and fight desperately when at- 
tacked. 

Bear traps are usually bated with 
honey, but the Kadlak trapper. use a 
pig. Bears are uncommonly fond of 
pork, and a pig wher imprisoned in 
a trap makes a demonstration which 
attracts the attention of the bears at 
a longer distance than the odor of 
honey.

Water for Health 


It ig queer, said a medical man to 
the writer, how few people drink the 
amount of water they should to insure 
good health. You should. take at 
least three pints dally. : 

In the first place, you. lose by. per- 
spiration and evaporation in the breath 
about two pints’ a day of the water 
you take into the system, and about 
another pint goes to help keep the 
blood in order and the skin glands and 
joints, etc., sufficiently moist. Milk 
is not of much use to replace this, as 
it f§ mainly a food. Tea and coffee 
are-tot advisable drinks, because they 
cumin a nerve destroying drug (caf- 
feine), Cocoa, again, is more of a food 
than a drink, and alcohol—well, the 
ess said about that the better, 

The only drinks we have left, then, 
are mineral -waters and plain water. 
Too: much.mineral water is not good, 
but. plain water contains no harmful 
drugs or minerals and, moreover, ‘is 
nature’s own product. If you drink 
sufficient of it the skin will. be ‘kept 
clear of pimples, fashes and sores, the 
blood will be purer. and nature will 
see to,it that sufficient water be ming- 
led ‘with it so that it ciroulates nor- 

{ ishly because it is 
thick -with impurities. — RIESE 

Take. a half pint. glass of water at 
atime. One in the morning on aris- 
ing, one after breakfast, one after dff- 
ner, one during the ‘afternoon; one 
after-tea-and one before retiring—total 
three pints.

Ribs tribe of In- 
dians. The territory runs clear to the 
British Columbia side and it is sup- 
posed that a large number of. bad 
Indians have settled in there.

The Centenary of the Steam Engine 

It in .s Ul less than a hundred years 
since the building of  Stephenson’s 
‘Rocket,’ and there are many who 
think of it as the first locomotive; but 
it was not, hor was Stephenson the 
original inventor of steam traction on 
railways. Doubtless his genius well 
deserves. thé fame which it has won, 
as do-s that of Fulton and Morse; yet 
it car scarcely be disputed that. all 
three of those illustrious benefactors 
of the race cid. their great ‘works in 
the succassful adaptation and combina- 
tion of elements which had previously 
been discovered and employed by oth- 
ers, ‘ity 

The germ of the locomotive was first: 
displayed by. Trevithick, at the end of 
the eighteenth century, but he lacked 
the genius or the persistence to bring 
it to fection. It was left to Wil' 
liam Hedley,:chief ehgineer.. of the 
historic Wylaa colliery, near Newcas- 
tle-on-tyne, ossisted by ‘his colleagues, 
Timothy Hackworth, to produce’ in 
June 18138, «& practical locomotive 
steam engine for use on the coHery 
railroad, . This epoch-making machine 
which:.was named ‘Puffing Billy,’ and 
is Still presetved in the South Ken- 
sington "Museum, worked satisfactorily 
and was the prototype of many others 
which were widely used for fifteen 
years, until dn 1829 the Liverpool & 
Manchester Railroad Company encour- 
aged Stephenson to devise and build 
the Rocket... The Newcastle engin- 
eer’s achievement of just a tentury 
ago may therefore be regarded as the 
beginning of ‘what must rank among 
the three or four most valuable and in- 
fluential.mechanical inventions-in the 
history-of the orld.
